when some Chinese guerillas ‘open- 
ed fire on them. 


The Japanese, - evidently under 
the impression that someone on 
board the “Tungwo” had fired on 
them, went back to the ship and 
agked the Captain to go on board 
the Japanese warship. 


CHINESE BAYONETED 


The Captain invited them to 
search : ‘the ship. The Japanese did 
so, and then wanted: to. take the 
Chief Engineer, a Briton, and three 
members of the Chinese crew, 
away with. them. The Captain 
refused. ; 


The . Japanese then took the 


“Tungwo” to Tsung. Ming Island 
and held her there for 24° hours. 


During * the investigation they 
struck a bayonet into the chest of 
one of the Chinese crew who. was 
badly injured. There was no 
evidence of any firing from the
